To  Constitution 

In  accordance  with  the  ex- 
pressed wish  of  alumni  who  have 
returned  ballots  published  in  re- 
cent issues  of  the  Alumni  Columns, 
the  official  journal  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  the  Board  of  Directors 
directed  the  secretary  to  prepare 
and  publish  a  proposed  resolution 
or  amendment  to  be  submitted  to 
the  general  session  of  the  alumni 
on  April  22,  the  annual  spring 
homecoming  day,  for  their  action. 


The  Constilulion  jtrovides  that 
any  amcndincrit  j>roj)o.s('d  to  the 
Constitution  n)ust  be  printwi  in  the 
official  journal  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  general  session  at 
which  the  amendment  is  to  be 
acted  on  by  the  alunmi,  and  furth- 
er, that  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
of  the  alunuii  present  is  required 
for  passage  of  the  amendment.

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Spring  Football 
Practice  Ended; 
Track  Season  Begins 

A  rugged  six-week  session  of 
spring  football  practice  ended  on 
March  18.  Prospective  candidates 
for  the  1950  football  squad  have 
been  going  through  stiff  workouts 
trying  to  master  the  assignments 
and  learn  the  plays  of  the  T-forma- 
tion. 

Football  fans  who  attended  De- 
mon games  this  fall  will  witness 
the  use  of  the  T-formation  by  a 
Demon  team  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  football  at  the  in- 
stitution. For  the  past  twelve  or 
fifteen  years  the  standard  forma- 
tion has  been  the  single  and  double 
wing.  Last  season  a  variation  of 
the  wing  formation,  the  Y-forma- 
tion.  was  used  along  with  the  dou- 
ble wing. 

Finding  a  capable  quarterback 
will  be  one  of  the  chief  worries  of 
Coaches  Turpin,  Brown,  and  Le- 
det.  however  candidates  for  the  po- 
sition have  been  developing  rapid- 
ly and  give  promise  of  filling  the 
place  in  a  creditable  manner.

( Continued  from  Page  1  I 
ings  each  year  as  is  the  present 
custom. 

The  Constitution  now  reads  as 
follows : 

"Article  VI.  MEETINGS.  The 
annual  meeting  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  held  in  Natchitoches 
at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Spring 
Homecoming  o  f  Northwestern 
State  College  of  Louisiana  or,  in 
case  of  emergency,  when  a  spring 
homecoming  can  not  be  held,  at 
a  meeting  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Directors." 

The  proposed  amendment  would 
substitute  the  word  FALL  for  the 
word  SPRING,  thereby  making 
Article  VI  read:  The  annual  meet- 
ing of  said  corporation  shall  be 
held  in  Natchitoches  at  the  time  of 
the  Annual  FALL  Homecoming 
of  Northwestern  State  College  of 
Louisiana  or,  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, when  a  FALL  homecoming 
can  not  be  held,  at  a  meeting  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
(The  above  extract  from  the  Con- 
stitution quotes  only  that  part  of 
Article  VI  directly  affected  by  the 
proposed   amendment.)
